According to the National Agricultural Statistics Service in Arkansas, there were 6.9 days suitable for fieldwork for 

the week ending Sunday, August 2, 2015. Topsoil moisture supplies were 12 percent very short, 35 percent short, 

45 percent adequate, and 8 percent surplus. Subsoil moisture supplies were 11 percent very short, 28 percent short, 

55 percent adequate, and 6 percent surplus. Low temperatures ranged from 66.1 degrees Fahrenheit at Calico Rock 

to 74.9 degrees Fahrenheit at Des Arc. Highs ranged from 87.6 degrees Fahrenheit at Kingston to 99.0 degrees 

Fahrenheit at Conway. The precipitation for the week was minimal throughout the state, with the highest 

concentration in the southwest region of the state with an average of 0.21 inches.

Irrigation was the major activity for most row crop 

farmers during the week. Scouting for insects in all the crops has been taking place during the week. Many livestock 

producers have harvested second cuttings on warm season forages.”

“Cooler temperatures are a great help to our crops. The high nighttime temperatures were a great concern for our 

crops, especially heading rice. With cooler temperatures our crops are not using as much water, so we should go 

further between irrigation. We are seeing treatment levels of bean leaf beetles in soybeans. There is concern of 

headworms in our grain sorghum. Our early planted corn and grain sorghum has no need for any more irrigation. 

Farmers can devote more of their irrigation water now to rice and soybeans.”
